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INTRODUCTION 


A busy year saw both Western Manuscripts and CMAC increase their 
reader-numbers. Good progress was made with the cataloguing of several 
collections, new approaches for collections, and advising and surveying 
numerous individuals and organisations about their papers and records. 
Information about CMAC is now more easily available since the Guide 
was updated and mounted on the Wellcome Trust’s web site along with 
the sources leaflets. 


Two long-service members of CMAC staff left during the year. Shirley 
Dixon departed for a post at Godalming Museum, and was replaced in 
February by Helen Wakely from Lambeth Palace Library. Isobel Hunter 
left CMAC following her completion of the Wellcome Archives 
cataloguing project in November 1998, and joined the Records 
Management section of the Wellcome Trust. Nevertheless she continued 
to assist us with enquiries relating to this resource. Both Shirley and 
Isobel will be missed. 


Amanda Engineer was recruited to catalogue the archive of the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health, and other collections formerly held by the 
Oxford Wellcome Unit. By the end of the period covered by this Review 
the catalogue of the SMOH archive was well advanced. We have also 
been helped by volunteer Rosemary Houlston during the year. Again we 
record our gratitude to Mrs Peggy Sargant for financing the sorting and 
cataloguing of the voluminous papers of the eminent Saget at RK 
Freudenberg. 


Automation of our finding aids and cataloguing standards have occupied 
much of our attention this year. Conformity with professional cataloguing 
standards is essential if we are to contribute to networked access to 
archives schemes; the Wellcome Library is part of the so-called Higher 
Education Hub, which aims to create a networked data link (at collection 
level) for the archives of higher education institutions and some specialist 
repositories within the M25. At the same time the Library has 
established a working group to select an automated system for managing 
its archives and manuscripts. 


Progress was made with the Hospital Records Database following a 
meeting with the Public Record Office at the beginning of the year. The 
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data was checked and additional information incorporated with the help 
of temporary staff. The Public Record Office will manage the next stage 
of making the greatly expanded database available via the web sites of 
the Wellcome Trust and the PRO early in 2000. 


Several papers were given by staff, including one by Julia Sheppard at 
the Wellcome Trust’s Healthy Heritage meeting in the spring, a meeting 
which generated considerable interest in issues of selection and 
preservation of archives and publications. This year also witnessed the 
genesis of a funding project to enable the Wellcome Trust to support the 
preservation of medical history resources (including archives) held 
elsewhere. On the other hand, the arrival of the Data Protection Act and 
the intended Freedom of Information Act will have ramifications for 
archives, and Julia has joined a Society of Archivists working group 
looking into these issues. 


Plans for the merger of CMAC and Western Manuscripts into a single 
Archives and Manuscripts Section were advanced during the year. 
Formal merger is scheduled for summer 2000. 


ACCESSIONS 


Western Manuscripts 


The year was one of unusually rich and diverse accessions. The largest 
and arguably most important acquisition was the archive of Richard von 
Krafft-Ebing, the psychiatrist and sexologist, purchased in November 
1998 from his descendants in Graz, after lengthy negotiation, with the 
generous backing of the governors of the Wellcome Trust. 


Richard von Krafft-Ebing (1840-1902) was the first physician to 
undertake a systematic study of sexual deviance; his Psychopathia 
sexualis, first published in 1886, finally ran to seventeen German editions 
and was translated into at least five foreign languages (earliest English 
edition 1892). Originally intended as a manual for doctors and lawyers, 
the book’s generous use of often lurid case histories ensured that its 
influence would spread far beyond these restricted professional circles. 
For instance, in a letter written by the curator of Stepney Borough 
Museum in 1913, discovered in the course of cataloguing the Autograph 
Letters collection, the writer states that he is “deep in Krafft-Ebing’s 
sombre book”, which had allowed him to “recognise several cases of 
incipient perversion amongst his acquaintances”. Indeed the book was 
seemingly little more than an extended narrative of sexual inversion and 
perversity, and as the number of case histories increased with each 
edition — 45 in the Ist edition, 238 in the 12th, for example — Krafft- 
Ebing himself tended to vanish behind the notoriety of the text. In fact, he 
was something of a pioneer in the treatment of sexual deviance, regarding 
its adherents as victims of modern society, more to be pitied and helped 
than hounded and punished. 


The archive consists largely of hundreds of case histories from the 1880s 
onwards, assembled by Krafft-Ebing for further study and perhaps 
publication. In a letter of 1894 he wrote that he intended to soon retire to 
work on his “accumulated treasures (about 1500 case histories)”. His 
death soon after retirement in 1902 prevented the realisation of these 
plans, and the papers subsequently lay more or less undisturbed in the 
family home until rediscovered by scholars in the 1990s. This scholarly 
contact was instrumental in persuading Krafft-Ebing’s descendants to 
release the papers into the public domain, after decades of self-inflicted 
amnesia arising from the sensitivity of much of the material. The 


uncovering and study of the papers promises to shed fresh light on the 
work of a seminal figure in modern psychiatry, and to illuminate the 
shadowy world of fin-de-siécle sexual psychology and behaviour. A word 
of warning is appropriate however: only those with the necessary German 
language skills and the patience to grapple with some fairly difficult 
handwriting will be able to make much intelligent use of the archive. 


In June 1999 we secured an important medieval veterinary manuscript at 
Sotheby’s, with the purchase of a later 13th-century copy of the treatise 
on the care of horses known as De medicina equorum, compiled by 
Giordano Ruffo (d.c.1256), farrier to the Emperor Frederick II 
(MS.7756). Ruffo’s treatise was essentially the epitome of his personal 
experience in caring for horses, and was dedicated to the memory of 
Frederick, who died in 1250. Originally composed in either Latin or 
Italian, the work became a standard textbook of medieval veterinary 
medicine, and was translated into various other vernaculars. Numerous 
manuscript witnesses survive, in Latin, Italian, French and other 
Romance languages. However, there are very few extant witnesses from 
the 13th century; most date from the 14th to 16th, including the various 
versions in Italian and French already in the Wellcome collection (MSS. 
546, 701-702, 703-706, 788). 


The special importance of the new acquisition relates its early date and to 
the quality and appearance of the work. The manuscript dates (on 
palaeographical evidence) from the third quarter of the 13th century. 
Moreover, the parchment is thick, page size irregular, and textual 
alterations much in evidence, perhaps indicating an exemplar from which 
copies were to be made. In short, it seems clear that it is as early an 
example of the Latin version of the text as is likely to survive anywhere. 
It therefore promises to shed fresh light on the textual evolution of the 
foundation treatise of medieval equine medicine. The manuscript was 
formerly in the collection of the French collector of books on horses, 
Jean-Baptiste Huzard (1755-1838). 


We made an unusually large number of acquisitions of domestic recipe 
books during the year, confident that there is a steady reader demand for 
this genre of manuscript. Medical recipe books come in a variety of 
forms, although the most commonly found are household compilations 
recording a mixture of medical remedies, cookery recipes and other 
household directions. They often continued in use for generations and

consequently contain entries spanning many decades, even centuries. A 
good example of the type is the recipe book we purchased at Sotheby’s in 
December 1998 (MS.7721), which contains entries from the later 17th 
century down to about 1800, arranged in culinary and medical sections. 
Another later 17th-century example acquired this year is a recipe book 
that began as an apothecary’s record of stock in the reign of Charles I, its 
blank pages later filled with recipes (MS.7646). The compilers and 
owners of such books can only rarely be identified - where we have 
names they are usually unknown to history — although one of our 
accessions this year seems to have belonged to Harriett Clinton, wife of 


Sir Henry Clinton (1738?-1795), commander-in-chief of British forces in 
North America from 1778 to 1781 (MS.7720). 


The manuscripts collection of the Hunterian Society of London, which is 
deposited in the Wellcome Library, has been mentioned frequently in 
past Annual Reviews. This year the Society made an interesting addition 
to their collection with the purchase at Sotheby’s New York of a letter 
from the novelist (and surgeon) Tobias Smollett to William Hunter, 
written in 1749. Smollett was about to set off for Paris and asks Hunter 
for directions for Petrus Camper, the anatomist. The letter was sold as 
addressed to John Hunter, but is clearly to William and complements the 
small series of letters to William Hunter from Smollett in the Hunter- 
Baillie collection in the library of the Royal College of Surgeons of 
England. 


In February 1999, at the Royal Geological Society of Cornwall’s sale of 
its antiquarian collection, we acquired six journals by John Davy MD 
(1790-1868). Davy, younger brother of the scientist Sir Humphrey Davy, 
was a military surgeon who rose to be Inspector-General of Army 
Hospitals and a Fellow of the Royal Society. The journals, catalogued as 
MSS.7696-7701, span his career. The first records a voyage made in 
1816 when he was in his twenties, from Britain to Ceylon via the Cape of 
Good Hope, and gives a vivid record of the long sea voyage: the daily 
latitude and longitude readings showing the ship crawling across the 
globe, the days distinguished by changing climate, the appearance of 
strange southern constellations, sightings of birds, the dissection of a 
large turtle presented by a passing whaler, or a distant sail thought to be 
the vessel carrying Napoleon’s household to St. Helena. At the Cape, 
Davy climbs Table Mountain and takes notes on the local geology; 
samples the local wine ("a very pleasant light wine called Cape Hock — 
superior even I think to the Hock of the Banks of the Rhine"); and 
records the effects of slavery on the enslaved and their masters: 
"Policy demands their freedom as well as Humanity ... The human 
species in general are degraded and vitiated where slavery is 
tolerated — the finer feelings of humanity are lost ... and thus the 
reaction of slavery on the free part of the population is almost as 
injurious as its direct effects on the unfortunate wretches who are 
subject to its accursed influence." 
In the next two volumes Davy, now in his thirties, is stationed in the 
Mediterranean: they describe trips from Malta to Gozo and Sicily, and 
combine notes on natural history, geology and the local economy with 
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professional material on medical provision. The same mixture 
characterises the final three volumes, in which Davy is in his fifties and 
located in the West Indies. By now we are in the 1840s, the years 
immediately after the abolition of slavery, and when Davy takes notes on 
agriculture and the local economy he is describing a society undergoing 
radical change, having been characterised up to then by sugar plantations 
worked by slave labour. His travels take him to Barbados, Grenada, 
Antigua, Montserrat, St. Kitts, Trinidad and across to Georgetown on the 
South American mainland in modern Guyana. 


Travel to distant lands is also a feature of another major acquisition, the 
letters of Dr. William Harland (1786?-1866) of Scarborough and his son 
Dr. William Aurelius Harland (1822-1858), resident surgeon of the 
Victoria Seamen’s Hospital, Hong Kong, purchased in December 1998 
and catalogued as MSS.7681-7683. The elder Harland, having trained at 
Edinburgh, returned to his home town of Scarborough and practised there 
for the remainder of his career, serving three times as Mayor. The letters 
concerning him date from his student years (1818-1820) and are almost 
all between Harland and his fiancée Anne Peirson. His son might have 
looked to the same unruffled rise in his own career but events took a very 
different turn when, shortly after completing his training, he married a 
servant girl. In a sequence of events redolent of a Victorian novel he was 
persuaded to give her up and to make a new life outside the country; he 
arrived in the new colony of Hong Kong in 1846. Although it is very 
clear that he was felt (not least by himself) to be leaving England in 
disgrace, in Hong Kong he rose to eminence, as his father had in 
Scarborough: he became a respected medical figure and also studied 
natural history, mineralogy and Chinese medical jurisprudence, 
publishing extensively in the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society. 


The long run of letters relating to the younger Harland (many written to 
his sister Mary) again begins during his medical studies but goes on to 
describe the start of his exile, the growth of his career and of the colony, 
events in mainland China (rumours of war, and sometimes the thing 
itself), changes of Governor, the possibility of travel to other parts of the 
East and the decision whether or not to join the gold rush to California, 
and a last visit to England in 1857. His career was curtailed when in 
1858, very shortly after arriving back in Hong Kong, he contracted a 
fever and died; the papers conclude with obituaries from the local press. 


The practice of midwifery in the pre-modern period is a subject of 
enduring interest and we have acquired three early 19th-century 
manuscripts that bear upon it. In 1819 a surgeon of Turin, Carlo Bursa, 
produced a manual of elementary obstetrics intended for the 
enlightenment of Piedmontese midwives. We have purchased the 
manuscript exemplar of this work (MS.7645), which seems never to have 
been printed. The manual is based on a French work, Principes sur l'art 
des accouchemens (1787), by Jean-Louis Baudelocque, and like its model 
resembles a catechism, being organised in a series of questions and 
answers. It even borrows the same engraved illustrations of fetal 
presentations, though they are reproduced in lithograph. It is difficult to 
imagine a British surgeon producing such a work, although British 
midwives were presumably just as much in need of obstetrical education 
as their Continental counterparts. It seems that by the early 19th-century 
management of childbirth for all but the poorest patients in this country 
was in the hands of the rising profession of general practitioner. Records 
of general practice for the period are common, and midwifery is a 
conspicuous element in them. Another manuscript acquired this year was 
the daybook of an anonymous Derbyshire practitioner working in the area 
of Winster, who recorded his 62 midwifery cases over the course of a 
little under a year in 1836-37 on the flyleaves of the book (MS.7644). 
Another general practitioner, Henry Sharp of Farnworth, near Bolton, 
recorded his midwifery cases, averaging about sixty a year, from 1847 to 
1855, at the back of his copy of G O Heming’s Syllabus of lectures on 
midwifery delivered at Sydenham College Birmingham, which he 
attended during the winter session 1838-39 (MS.7735). 


Commonplace books are a type of document that often allows a more 
intimate view of the past than even diaries or correspondence; diaries are 
often self-conscious or written up and systematized after the event, while 
the content of letters is naturally governed by the requirements of an 
exchange with another party. A commonplace book, by contrast, can 
contain thoughts, feelings and expressions untrammelled by the need to 
strike a pose, argue a case, or otherwise respond to ulterior motivation. 
This year we acquired a commonplace book that belonged to Edward 
Vernon Mainwaring MD (1809-1855), who came from Montgomeryshire 
but later seems to have practised in Bournemouth (MS.7740). Inheriting a 
recipe book from a fellow surgeon, James Bridgwater of Oswestry (who 
was perhaps a relative) in about 1829, Mainwaring proceeded to fill the 
blank pages with jottings, extracts, verse compositions, memoranda and 
sketches; in one entry he expounds his theory on the raising of children in 
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terms that might be endorsed by modern pundits (as well as perhaps 
indicate that he had no personal experience of bringing up children): “let 
your tenderest indulgence be ... the very atmosphere in which a child is 
reared; then soon the sight of features on which no smile appears will be 
chastisement sufficient”.

We have added to our substantial documentation on maritime medicine 
with the acquisition of two diaries written by Richard Ernest Cornish 
Copithorne (77.1933-1996), serving as a ship’s surgeon shortly after 
completing his medical studies (MSS.7679-7680). Each diary documents 
a voyage from Britain to the Far East on a cargo vessel, the first to 
Indonesia in 1934 and the second, spanning 1934-1935, taking in various 
ports in China and Japan. As well as his impressions of the ports visited, 
Copithorne records the minutiae of shipboard life: his (middling) figures 
in deck cricket tournaments and the surgeon’s responsibility to run the 
ship’s library, as well as calls on his medical expertise that range from a 
stabbed crewman and another whose hand is crushed in the davits, to the 
captain’s cough and a dog with a sore ear. As he heads homeward across 
the Indian Ocean on the second voyage, Copithorne is musing that “on a 
night like this the Wanderlust seems very strong; with a whole great 
world in which to roam it pulls strongly”; his next berth, he speculates, 
might be with the shipping line working up the Amazon to Manaus. As 
the quantity of travel material in this year’s new cataloguing indicates, 
with a medical qualification the whole wide world could be your oyster.

As the detailed 
findings of both surveys had been published, the CMAC did not wish to 
add them to the NBTF archive, and advised the archivist at the RCOG 
that permanent preservation was not indicated. 
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FINDING AIDS 


Western Manuscripts 


The manuscripts sequence reached MS. 7783 (from 7629 at the end of 
September 1998). 


Cataloguing of material from the Autograph Letters Collection, 
integrating it with the manuscripts sequence, continued throughout the 
year. 545 files, containing 2092 documents, were processed, resulting in 
85 new manuscript numbers. Cataloguing proceeded primarily by 
working through the Autograph Letter files alphabetically, moving from 
the letter S at the start of the year to V at its end. This systematic 
progress dealt with letters by the usual mixture of medical and non- 
medical personnel. On the medical side, it covered files relating to Sir 
Hans Sloane (MS.7633), John Snow (MS.7634), Johann Kaspar 
Spurzheim (MS.7636), Sir James Young Simpson (MS.7640), Thomas 
Southwood Smith (MS.7658), John Flint South (MS.7662), James Syme 
(MS.7688), Sir Frederick Treves (MS.7714), Félix Vicq-d’Azyr 
(MS.7765), and Daniel Hack Tuke (MS.7780/5). 


The non-medical personnel made up a rich assortment, including the 
scientific writer Mary Somerville (MS.7661); the philosophers Herbert 
Spencer (MS.7666) and Dugald Stewart (MS.7678); the poets Robert 
Southey (MS.7664) and Paul Verlaine (MS.7760); the French statesman 
and historian Louis-Adolphe Thiers (MS.7742); the physicist John 
Tyndall (MS.7777); the civil engineers John Smeaton (MS.7642/7-8), 
Robert Stephenson (MS.7685), and Thomas Telford (MS.7690); the 
architect Sir John Soane (MS.7660); the American-born inventor Sir 
Benjamin Thompson, Count Rumford (MS.7717); the chef Alexis Soyer 
(MS.7655/138-143); the banker, botanist and antiquary Dawson Turner 
(MS.7773); and the explorer Henry Morton Stanley (MS.7635). There is 
also a collection of material signed by or relating to Queen Victoria 
(MS.7779), including an order of service for the 1872 service of 
thanksgiving in St. Paul’s Cathedral for the Prince of Wales’s recovery 
from illness. 


Other files were selected for cataloguing as circumstances dictated, such 
as prior to citation in print, when it is clearly helpful for readers to be 
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given an up-to-date reference. Thus the file of letters by Charles Darwin 
was catalogued as MS.7781. Also brought into the main manuscripts 
sequence were the files relating to Charles Dickens (MS.7774), his 
friend, the physician and publiciser of mesmerism John Elliotson 
(MS.7775), and Elizabeth Garrett Anderson (MS.7776). Lastly, the 
capacity of the Autograph Letters collection to spring surprises was 
demonstrated by the discovery of an 1841 letter describing the health of 
two family members by the novelist Maria Edgworth (MS.7778), found 
lurking in an unrelated file. 


The compilation of subject-based sources guides to the Western 
Manuscripts continues. Sources for family and local history in the 
collection range from the diaries of provincial medical men to family 
recipe books, travel journals, and letters from medical students describing 
their lives in a new city to their families. The indexing approach of the 
main catalogues, however, has hitherto favoured the researcher focusing 
on particular themes in British medicine, or particular time periods, over 
the one investigating an individual region. A new sources handlist for 
British Local History (no. 9) was therefore compiled to bring together 
information from all parts of the Western Manuscripts collection, 
grouped by region, and providing a detailed name index. It is intended 
to be the first point of reference for both the genealogist looking for 
sources on individual families, or the local historian asking what the 
Library can offer on, for example, eighteenth-century Yorkshire, and has 
already proved its worth. Its compilation highlighted some of the 
collection’s more intriguing local sources: the diary of a vicar near Dover 
from 1752-1812, including a description of an earthquake that hit Kent in 
1776 (MS.3012); a 1658 list of alleged witches in Scotland (MS.3658); 
and the notebook of a visitor to the waters at Buxton in 1817, with 
sketch-maps and descriptions of the local sights, plus some rather flippant 
verse (one poem, for example, begins with the rousing invocation 
“Buxton, thou washpot of the North...’’) (MS.6108). 


Following the guides covering Africa and Asia that were assembled in 
previous years, this theme continued with guide no. 8, covering the 
Americas. In this area a unified access point ranging across the collection 
is particularly useful, as it brings together the main Western Manuscripts 
holdings, which cover European materials, with the separate, albeit very 
much smaller, series of American manuscripts. As usual the compilation 
of the guide brought interesting items into prominence: for example, the 
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journals of Arthur Wellington Clah, a Tsimshian Native American and 
Christian convert living on the west coast of Canada, whose extensive 
journals (WMS.Amer.140), in broken English, give a rare view of 
Western expansion from the point of view of the colonised: 

“By the english Government now we all like slaves in our 

own country. God give this land to our gran[d] Fathers in 

many many years. Before our Lord Jesus Christ Came down 

into the world ... Now our whit[e] Christian Friends take 

our lands away and keep it themselves”. 
Other items of interest include the journal of the British surgeon Charles 
Brodie Sewell, touring the north-east USA and south-east Canada in 1883 
(MS.4508); an order for general supplies, including culinary and medical 
items, sent from Mount Vernon to England in 1759 by George 
Washington (WMS.Amer.91); a list of those killed in a yellow fever 
epidemic at Pernambuco, Brazil, in 1871-1873, chiefly foreign sailors of 
whom the youngest, Henry Aspinall of the Allan, was only 12 
(WMS.Amer.144); or the 1856-1857 journal of Henry Piers, naval 
surgeon, travelling from Britain to Western Canada via the Falkland 
Islands (“the aspect of the place, in general, was very uninviting”) and the 
Straits of Magellan (MS.6110). 


Last year’s Annual Review mentioned the cataloguing of the Townsend 
Thorndike Polar collection (MSS.7481-7490). This material joined 
various papers of Polar explorers recatalogued from the Autograph 
Letters Collection, and some material on the Canadian Arctic that 
emerged in the compilation of the sources guide to the Americas. This 
information was assembled to form a sources guide to the Polar Regions 
(no.7) which complements the Americas guide by taking over at the 
Arctic Circle. As well as the Townsend Thorndike material described 
last year, there are letters by Sir John Franklin, Sir John Ross, Sir 
William Parry and many other figures from the golden age of polar 
exploration. 


The final touches were put to the catalogue and indexes of MSS. 5120- 
6244, prior to publication. 


The Morson papers were listed in draft and a finished handlist for the 
Poynter Room will appear in due course. 
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CMAC 


This year we were delighted to report that an updated version of the 
Guide to the CMAC was mounted on the Library website 
(www. wellcome.ac.uk) thereby facilitating access for readers who wish to 
know what holdings we have. The Guide is an introductory finding aid 
rather than the full catalogued lists and as such offers an invaluable 
overview of the archival holdings. It includes index and keyword subject 
guide (with links to main guide entries). The text of 49 sources leaflets 
has also been mounted on this site, with links to the Guide. It was 
pleasing to note that the CMAC pages were singled out for special praise 
by Lisa M. Mix in her review of the Wellcome Institute’s pages which 
appeared in Watermark 22, 3 Summer 1999. 


New sources leaflets were produced on: Animals and Veterinary 
Medicine; International Organisations; Near and Middle East; Central 
and South America; North America; Pressure Groups; ‘Race’ and Ethnic 
Issues. 


A major achievement this year was the completion of the Wellcome 
Archives catalogue by Isobel Hunter, who took over this project from 
Jennifer Haynes. This has been catalogued on an J/dealist database. All 
members of CMAC were involved in the arduous task of proof-reading 
the extensive printouts in hard-copy, checking queries and making sure 
box numbers were consistent, in order to create reliable handlists to be 
used in conjunction with the database, which is ideal for searching for 
specific subjects and individuals but less suitable for browsing generally. 


Another major listing project was that of the archive of Society of 
Medical Officers of Health, received from the Wellcome Unit for the 
History of Medicine, Oxford, in 1996, undertaken by Amanda Engineer. 
Although approximately 50% of the material had been catalogued, this 
had to be re-listed, re-arranged and integrated with the uncatalogued 
papers, which themselves required substantial sorting and weeding. 
Further records of the Society were received from the Secretary during 
the course of the year, and additional records found among the papers of 
Dr J Robertson (also received from the Oxford Unit) also had to be 
integrated into the final arrangement. It was necessary to contact a 
number of former members of the Society and other repositories to 
establish what had happened to missing sections of the archive, and to 
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make several visits to collect scattered items. A number of publications 
were transferred to the Library and some items passed to more 
appropriate repositories or returned to the Society. The collection, which 
now comprises about 160 boxes, includes records of the central 
organisation (from 1856) as well as the Society’s regional Branches 
(from 1888), specialist Groups (from 1920), and the Faculty of 
Community Health (set up 1988). It also contains a set of the Society’s 
journal Public Health, over 200 files on various public health topics, 
some material dating from the 1860s, and a rich collection of ephemera 
relating to public health issues in the first half of the twentieth century. 
The catalogue, which includes a subject index and a detailed history of 
the Society, Medical Officers of Health and Public Health legislation 
from 1855, will be available in November 1999.

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Amanda also listed the papers of the Association of District Community 
Physicians (deposited in the Oxford Unit in 1988), found amongst the 
Society’s papers, consisting of 3 boxes. The list will be available in 
November 1999. 


The list of the papers of Carlos Paton Blacker (1895-1975), psychiatrist 
at the Maudsley Hospital and General Secretary of the Eugenics Society 
(PP/CPB), has been completed and an index to his wide range of 
correspondents compiled. 


In the autumn of 1998 CMAC was fortunate to have the services of a 
student intern, Olivia Wendt, of the University of Wisconsin. Besides 
undertaking a number of routine administrative tasks, she made 
considerable inroads on the massive task of physically rearranging the 
Parkes Weber collection (which Parkes Weber himself described as in 
‘some disorder’ at the time of its original transfer in 1958, and which had 
become seriously disorganised during the course of moves to and from 
the Enfield store), and re-filing the material in acid free folders and 
archive boxes, noting which items needed conservation, etc. This was an 
essential preliminary to producing a finding aid suitable for general 
dissemination. Although Olivia did not have time to complete this 
undertaking, rearrangement and filing of Parkes Weber’s case material 
and the subject ‘bundles’ relating to an extraordinary variety of medical 
conditions has been finished and the assignment of references and 
production of a handlist (as a preliminary guide to this complex 
collection) is now underway. 


Thanks yet again to the generosity of Mrs Peggy Sargent, it has been 
possible to employ an archivist to undertake preliminary sorting of the 
papers of RK Freudenberg, a psychiatrist who came to the UK in the 
1930s, was subsequently Medical Superintendent of Netherne Hospital, 
and involved with psychiatric policy-making bodies during the 1960s and 
70s. Pamela Taylor was appointed to this temporary post and is making 
good progress in creating a basis of order for further listing. 
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Several of the smaller collections, including the papers of Sir George 
Godber (GC/201), the Save a Life Campaign (GC/164), and the 
archive of the Brain Research Association (SA/BRA), were listed 
during the course of the year. Preliminary box-lists of new accessions 
were also produced.

Additions and amendments were made to a number of existing lists. A 
substantial new accession of important material (including yearbooks and 
newsletters) was incorporated into the Association of Health and 
Residential Care Officers archive (SA/AHR), representing health-care 
professionals in the ‘cinderella sector’. Additions were also made to the 
Chartered Society of Physiotherapists (SA/CSP) and the Nation’s 
Fund for Nurses (SA/NEN) lists. Amendments were made to the lists of 
the papers of Sir Edward and Lady (May) Mellanby (PP/MEL) and 
the RAMC Muniment Collection to make these more ‘user-friendly’. 
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Listing currently in progress includes BACUP (British Association of 
Cancer United patients and their families and friends) (SA/BAC), and the 
Medical Research Council Blood Group Unit (SA/BGU), in which the 
Nobel Prize-winning team of Race and Sanger worked.

CMAC were very pleased to have the voluntary services of Rosemary 
Houlston from summer 1998 until July 1999. During her time with the 
department Rosemary assisted with the final checking of the Wellcome 
Archives list; removed paper clips and staples from patient notes of 
Arthur Roy Newcombe (GP/32) and placed them into acid free folders; 
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catalogued the papers of RHS Thompson (GC/242); and completed some 
small box lists. She also made biographical notes from the oral history 
tapes of physiotherapists in SA/CSP and arranged and numbered the 
material within files of public health literature in the papers of the Society 
of Medical Officers of Health (SA/SMO). 


Raising our standards? 

In common with the UK archival community, CMAC and Western 
Manuscripts have begun this year to get to grips with the international 
cataloguing standards ISAD(G) (General International Standard Archival 
Description) and ISAAR(CPF) (International Standard Archival 
Authority Record for Corporate Bodies, Persons and Families). This 
reassessment of current practice is not just an opportunity for we 
archivists to have fun getting back to our cataloguing roots, but springs 
from the desire to make our catalogues more consistent and more easily 
available to a wider audience. Conforming to recognised standards will 
allow us to disseminate information on our holdings via the National 
Archives Network project, and we aim in the near future to feed 
collection-level data into the Higher Education Hub, envisaged to become 
the London regional centre for the Network. 


Most importantly, we need to use the same descriptive standards as other 
archives nationally and internationally, in order to ensure that when 
automated access to the catalogues of finally available we can network 
with other libraries and repositories. 


So far we are reassured that our lists do, on the whole, conform to these 
standards, although retrospective conversion is likely to be a considerable 
task. 


An automation working group has now been set up to look into the needs 
of the archives and manuscripts in the Wellcome Library. Membership 
comprises Julia Sheppard (chair), Chris Hilton (secretary), Helen 
Wakely, Isobel Hunter, Margaret Savage-Jones, the Library’s systems 
project manager, Dagmar Jeschin, Wellcome Trust Divisional 
Information Technology Coordinator, and Brenda Weeden, archivist at 
the University of Westminster. The group will report to the Library panel 
in 2000. 
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CONSERVATION AND REPROGRAPHY 


Western Manuscripts 


Three seventeenth-century medical recipe books were conserved by 
external conservators during the year, Lady Ayscough’s receits of phisick 
and chirurgery, dated 1692 (MS.1026), incidentally the earliest recorded 
accession to the Wellcome Library (1897), Johanna St John’s book, dated 
1680 (MS.4338), and the anonymous recipe book reported in Annual 
Review 1996-97 (MS.7391). The first had suffered damage to the book 
structure through handling over the years, the second had decayed 
binding and detached leaves, the third had suffered damp and rodent 
damage before its acquisition. All three can now be safely made available 
for use. 


The re-foldering of the Autograph Letters collection proceeded as 
cataloguing progressed, and new acquisitions were boxed as appropriate. 


Twelve orders for microfilm were received leading to the production of 
an equivalent number of master negative films. 


CMAC 


During the year, CMAC received the services of Anna Wise from the 
Wellcome Library Conservation Department. Anna worked on a large 
number of CMAC collections, as well as advising us on future items for 
attention. 


The posters of Robert McCarrison, with illustrations of goitres (GC/201): 
cleaned and placed in specially constructed folders and boxes. The 
papers and photographs of Albert Ruskin Cook (PP/COOQ): conserved 
by both Anna and Susie Clark, a photographic conservator. A great deal 
of Cook's papers are on poor quality paper, and Anna conserved over 300 
individual sheets. She cleaned and repaired the sheets, then placed the 
letters in specially made files. Susie Clark conserved two photograph 
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Group of missionaries at Mombasa, 1896. (PP/COO/K.2) 
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albums (K.2, K.3). These had been badly damage by damp, mould and 
insects! The pages have now all been cleaned, repaired, photos 
reattached, the pages inter-leaved with Silversafe paper and all of them 
placed in a specially made microchamber box. 


Paintings of field injuries with short case notes attached and x-rays 
(RAMC 272): cleaned and removed from their mounts. They were then 
flattened; each individual item was placed in a folder, and then placed in 
a folder all together. 


Material from Fennings Pharmaceuticals (SA/FEN*) comprising a bound 
recipe book, two notebooks and some flatsheet material: cleaned, and 
damaged areas repaired and filled where they were weak. All the loose 
items were flattened and placed in melinex folders. The bound items had 
the pages reattached and were placed in four-flap folders. 


Scrap albums from the Mental After Care Association (SA/MAC) were 
cleaned and placed in specially made boxes. 


Seven items from the Queens Nursing Institute (SA/QNI) were cleaned, 
repaired, and where appropriate, housed in specially constructed folders 
or boxes. 


Over the course of the year Anna worked on a number of photographs 
and large certificates, cleaning, repairing, flattening and re-housing them:

The Charles Bell water colours (RAMC 95 see also cover of this 
review), which had already been conserved, were photographed. At 
the same time, they had special folders made for them to preserve them 
further. A facsimile set of colour photographs was produced for reader 
use in the Library. 


As part of conservation this year, it was decided to try and improve 
reader handling of the documents issued to them. This has been done by 
means of an A4 sheet of 'Handling Hints', encapsulated in melinex, being 
handed out to readers with the material they request. Readers are 
encouraged to read this before using the archives, as well as abiding by 
general Library and CMAC rules. 
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Several items in the Royal Army Medical Corps muniments collection 
(RAMC) relating to Belsen and Sandbostel concentration camps were 
microfilmed or photocopied as part of a source-gathering project by the 
Federal State of Lower Saxony’s Central Registry for Cases of Resistance 
and Persecution under the Nazi Regime. 


A microfilm was produced of the memoir of Florence Fenwick Miller 
(GC/228), a leading late Victorian feminist and one of the first women to 
qualify in medicine in the United Kingdom. The memoir unfortunately 
ends in Mrs Fenwick Miller’s 25th year, but it contains the account of her 
struggle for medical education, her contacts with the other pioneers in 
this field and their male allies, and her experiences in medical practice. 


The project, funded jointly by the Wellcome Trust and The Klein Trust, 
to have microfilms made of Sections B, C and D of Melanie Klein’s 
papers (PP/KLE) was continued, copies being made of C.38-63 
(lectures), C.64-77 (contributions to symposia, seminars etc.) and C.78- 
97 (unpublished papers). 
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READERSHIP AND COLLECTION USE 


Western Manuscripts 


Public enquiries answered by letter, fax and email totalled 169 (up from 
147 last year).. Some 158 individual readers consulted Western 
manuscripts material in the Poynter Room over the course of the year 
(134 last year). The number of recorded reader-visits was 549, a big 
increase from the 394 last year and partially explained by the regular 
visits of Dr Anna Somfai in connection with the Electronic Thorndike 
and Kibre (ETK) project, and Dr Pamela Robinson undertaking research 
for her forthcoming volume in the series Dated and dateable manuscripts 
in British libraries, covering London collections outside the British 
Library. 


Thirty-eight readers consulted manuscripts written before 1600, at least a 
third of them from overseas. Once again the most frequently consulted 
genre of post-medieval manuscript was women’s domestic recipe books. 
As in former years, the most popular biographical subject of research was 
Florence Nightingale. Other subjects included cookery, missionary 
medicine, Charles Babbage, patent medicines, psychiatric nosology, 
mesmerism, the British pharmaceutical industry, and Lord Wolseley, to 
pick out just a few. 


CMAC 


Reader enquiries answered by letter, fax and email numbered 144, 
although this figure does not include brief email and telephone 
exchanges. 


Some 2010 boxes/c.8700 items were produced for 302 readers, the 
majority from the UK, but 82 (over 25%) from other countries - 47 from 
North America; 16 from Australia/New Zealand; 11 from Europe; 3 from 
India (this is probably an underestimate as it does not include Indian 
nationals affiliated to UK or North American academic institutions); 3 
from South Africa; 1 from Egypt; | from Tbilisi (Georgia). As usual the 
majority of readers were doing academic research but there was a 
significant representation of media researchers and _ individuals 
undertaking private projects. 
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A total of 128 collections (excluding RAMC and WA) was consulted. 
Those having the most readers were (in order):

Following a meeting with the PRO on 4 November 1998, CMAC was 
involved in the massive undertaking of updating the information on this 
database with a view to mounting it on the PRO and Wellcome Trust 
websites by the end of 1999, which will make it far more accessible to a 
much wider range of users. This involved sending out a mailshot to all 
repositories known to be holding hospital records, requesting them to 
update existing entries as necessary and to complete data-entry forms for 
any new accessions. The large number of returns were checked prior to 
the employment of a short-term inputter, Jillian Speed, who not only 
succeeded in completing the task of inputting and updating the database 
but was also able to undertake much-needed research to improve the 
existing information on the administrative and historical background of 
hospitals, which in many cases was exceedingly scanty. The database 
now includes information on the records of over 2750 hospitals, 
consisting of c. 2850 separate deposits held in over 1600 repositories. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey (MAMS) 


The archives of the Institute of Education were surveyed and updates 
made to some others. However, although it has been agreed in principle 
and funding has been earmarked to go ahead (with the Western 
Manuscripts Department) to mount the present London entries on the 
Wellcome’s web site, work with the Hospital Records Database has taken 
priority over this. It is very much hoped that in 2000 this large quantity of 
data will finally be available to a wider audience and the process of 
continuing the survey outside London is addressed. 


Business Archives Council Database Surveys 
The BAC Archivist is currently working on updating the Pharmaceutical 


Industry database and a new Veterinary Medicine survey database is 
being compiled with a grant from the Wellcome Trust.

As in former years, Professors Ganz and Nutton held supervised 
palaeography and/or history of medicine classes using materials from the 
manuscript collections. 


At the opposite end of the date range of Western Manuscripts, a 
researcher for Channel 4 TV worked with Chris Hilton during 1999 on 
selecting material from the collection on the theme 1900; images of the 
Holloway Sanatorium casebooks are due to be broadcast in January 2000. 


Two images from the Western Manuscripts collection — the wound man 
from MS.290 and a letter on the London Plague, 1665 (MS.7382/3) - 
were selected as cover images for the Society of Archivists’ web-site in 
November 1998 and June 1999. 


In September 1999 we collected the letterbooks of Sir Henry Wellcome 
from the archivist at Glaxo-Wellcome, Greenford, following agreement 
to place them on temporary loan in the Wellcome Library for use by Dr 
Tansey and her colleagues working on a history of the Wellcome 
company. 


UCL Archive students on placement with CMAC this year were Deborah 
Tritton, who listed papers of Rosalind Paget/Nursing Notes (GC/236), 8- 
19 February 1999, and Simon McKeown, who was on an archives 
management placement, but also sorted and listed the 20th-Century 
Witness Seminars collection (GC/253), 26-30 April 1999. 


Finally, Julia Sheppard was awarded sabbatical leave of 18 months 


starting in July 2000 to write a biography of Silas Burroughs, co-founder 
of the pharmaceutical company, Burroughs Wellcome. 
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
